Mr,  lioyor,  Aldermen  & Councillors 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1961 . 

The  vital  statistics  generally  are  satisfactory  hut  the  infant  mortality 
rate  is  high.  One  regrets  to  note  the  poor  attendance  at  the  infant  welfare 
clinic  when  many  of  those  held  in  the  larger  villages  have  a much  larger 
attendance.  As  will  he  seen  from  this  report  there  were  three  infant  deaths  under 
one  year  of  age  v/hich  may  have  heen  avoided  hy  earlier  advice  and  attention.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  HS.NiTH  SERVICES, 


Laboratory  Facilities;  The  exconination  of  pathological  specinens  and 
saiiTples  of  -vTater  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboi'atory  Service, 
Oxford*  The  service  is  free  and  Iledical  Practitioners  in  thd  Borough 
submit  pathological  specimens  direct  to  the  laboratory, 

Ambulance  Facilities;  Oases  of  infectious  disease  requiring  hospital 
treatment  are  removed  and  treated  at  the  Isolation  Hospitals  at  Northampton 
or  Oxford, 

Time  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  continued  to  operate  their  service 
during  the  year.  The  service  operc.tes  imder  contract  vri.th  tlie  Hospital 
Management  Authority  and  xrixs  available  for  the  removal  to  hospital  of 
surgical  and  non-infectious  cases.  The  service,  v/hich  is  available  by  day 
and  night,  is  free  and  is  a great  asset  to  residents  of  the  Borough  and 
surroxnding  area. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics;  The  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  continued  to 
operate  during  the  year  and  sessions  were  held  on  the  Second  Thursday  of 
every  month  at  the  \Yomens  Institute,  Ivlanor  Road,  Orthopaedic  Clinics, 

Vision  Clinics  and  Dental  Clinics  for  School  Cliildren  which  are  organised 
by  the  County  Council  operated  during  the  year  \mder  reviev/^.  Preventive 
and  after-care  services  for  tuberculosis  cases  are  adjuLnistered  by  tlie 
County  Council, 

Nursing  in  the  Home;  The  County  Council  operate  a complete  service  v/ithin 
the  Borough  and  ’'Hone  Helps”  are  ava^ilable  in  connection  with  the  infirm 
or  chronic  cases  treated  at  hone,  Tlie  "After-Care”  Comi-iittee  which  v«ras 
established  during  the  year  ^955)  continued  to  operate,  and  a body  of 
v/illing  vrorkers  organised  efforts  to  obtain  funds,  and  collect  clothing 
for  distribution  to  those  in  need,

Water  Supply;  As  I stated  in  ny  Report  for  19^0,  the  Busies  Water  Board 
took  over  the  Borough's  water  undertaking  on  1st  April,  19^0,  and  all 
plant,  ivater  mains  etc,,  vrere  vested  in  tlie  Board  from  that  date.  The 
supply  of  water  to  the  Borou^i  v/as  sufficient  and  from  the  results  of 
samples  submitted  to  tlie  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological 
examinati  on , \diole  s one  , 

Sewage  Disposal;  The  Sev/age  disposal  works  comprising  two  filter  beds, 
two  sedimentation  tanks  sludge  and  hur.ias  lagoons  and  electrical  plant  for 
lifting  the  level  of  one  outfall  sewer,  continued  to  function  fairly 
satisfactory,  Witli  the  exception  of  thirty-one  houses  in  outlying  parts  of 
the  district  v/here  levels  v/ill  not  permit  connection  vm.th  tlie  system  of  the 
sewers,  all  premises  are  connected  to  tlie  sewerage. 

The  works  continued  to  receive  the  trade  effluent  from  the  Fatstock 
Ifeirketing  Corporation's  broiler  factory  established  in  the  Borough  in  1959* 
Extensions  and  improvements  to  the  Sewage  vrorks  commenced  at  the  end 
of  the  year  1960>  'were  nearly  completed  during  tlie  year  under  review. 

Rivers  and  Streams;  No  complaints  were  received  regarding  pollution  of  tlie 
River  Ouse  into  vdiich  the  effluent  from  the  xjev/age  works  discharges. 

Camping  Sites;  There  are  no  camping  sites  in  the  Borough, 

Smoke  Abatement;  No  action  v/as  found  necessary  in  connection  with  tlie  smoke 
abatement, 

Snimming  Pool;  The  sv/imming  pool  amed  by  the  Council  was  used  during  ihe 
year  and  iwas  filled  once  v/itli  iwater  from  the  Council's  mains.  The  sand 
filter  and  plant  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  and  the  water  vra.s 
clear  throughout  tlie  season.  The  water  is  chlorinated  by  a drip  feed.

Eradiction  of  bed  "bugs:  No  action  xrns  fotind  necessary  in  connection  v/ith 
premises  infested  vd.th  bed  bugs* 

Public  Cleansing:  House  refuse  was  coUec-tied  weekly  using  direct  labour 
and  a "Bantam*'  Karri er  covered  refuse  collecting  vehicle.  One  part  of  the 
Borougji  was  covered  on  Thixrsdays  and  the  other  on  Fridays.  A tractor  and 
covered  trailer  v/as  purchased  during  March  of  the  year  xander  reviev;  to 
augment  the  'Bantam"  Karrier.  The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  a 
point  in  the  Borough  where  no  nimsance  is  caused. 

Rodent  Control:  A part-time  rodent  control  operator  is  employed  to  carry 
out  this  v/ork.  The  services  of  the  operator  continued  to  be  free  to 
householders  A7ho  readily  report  the  presence  of  rodents  in  and  around 
their  premises.  A charge  is  made  for  the  treati'nent  of  b\isiness  preiuises. 
Warfarin  v/ith  oatimeal  base  continued  to  give  satisfactory  results.  The

The  total  number  of  Go\mcil  houses  built  since  the  War  is  208,  The  number 
of  private  enterprise  houses  completed  during  the  year  v/as  8 and  tiiere  v/ore 

8 under  construction  at  the  end  of  December, 

Site  prepara'tion  for  tlie  erection  of  30  Council  di/ellings  and  38  garages 
were  commenced  during  March  of  the  yearj  30  dwellings  v/ere  under  construction 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  Tlie  dwellings  comprise  five  blocks,  three  3 storey 
and  two  A storey,  and  pro'vides  for  1A  aged  peoples*  one  bed  flats  and  3^ 
tliree  bedroom  maisonettes. 

Slum  Clearance:  During  tlie  year  four  Gl-^sing  Orders  were  made  in  connection 
v/ith  21  dwellings  v/hich  have  been  scheduled  as  unfit  for  hu.ian  habitation.  These 
were  included  in  a sta.tement  subraittod  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  ^ 
Government  in  1.933  as  being  unfit  for  habitation  va-thin  the  moaning  of  Section 

9 of  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  195A  sj^d  warranting  action  ■under  Section 
11  or  Section  23  of  tho  Housing  Act,  193^. 

Improvement  Grants:  Tlie  Council  do  not  operate  the  previsions  of  the  Housing 
Act  relating  to  iioprovement  grants  v/hereby  grants  arc  available  towards  tho  cost 
of  additional  ajmenities  provided  by  die  ov/nors  to  their  propor'cy.  The  Act  provides 
for  a grant  of  half  die  cost  of  the  aunonitios  pro-vided  subject  to  a maad-Lium  of  DAOO. 
The  provisions  of  die  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act  1 939  relating  'co  "Standard 
Grants"  vdiich  are  abligatory  on  die  part  of  the  Council  moke  available  to  owners 
grants  for  pro-viding  any  or  all  of  die  five  standard  amenities  in  their  houses. 

The  d’welling  after  improvement  must  be  equipped  v/ith  all  five  oi'aenitics,  diat  is 
a fixed  bath  or  shower,  wash  basin,  water  closet,  hot  v/ater  supply  and  satisfacuory 
facilities  for  storing  food.  If  all  five  ameni-cics  are  provided  die  maximuin  grant 
is  £1  53  or  one  half  of  dae  total  cost  whichever  is  die  less,  Ti-^o  applications 
were  received  for  this  Grant  during  the  year  and  die  total  grants  involved  mp.s  £31 0*

supplenentary  licences  for  the  sale  of  Tuberculin  Tested,  Tuberculin  Tested 
Pasteurised  and  Pasteurised  HHc,  All  i:iillc  retailed  in  the  Borough  is 
produced  outside  the  area. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations; The  Rogu  lations  provide  for  the  cleanliness  of 
food  promises,  hygcnic  methods  of  handling  food,  tlie  cleajiliness  of  persons 
engaged  in  tlie  food  trade  and  the  action  to  be  taken  \vhon  they  suffer  from 
or  are  carriers  of  certain  infections.  There  are  24  food  shops  in  the  Boroiigh 
viiere  food  is  sold,  served  or  prepared  for  sale.  Tlie  shops  are  regularly 
visited  and  a high  standard  of  cleanliness  is  aiaintained* 

Ifcat  and  Other  Foods:  The  licenced  slaughter-house  continued  to  operate 
during  the  year.
